MACAO. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 


Macao, Oct. 8th. 

With reference to the imperfections of 
the Lyceum system of education mentioned 
in the last paragraph of my previous com- 
munication on this subject, I will now 
endeavour to prove my assertion that this 
much belauded system “absorbs time, 
valuable time, which could be more profit- 
ably employed.” 


|... That-timne-is—valuable- ig an axiom re- 


cognised and admitted all the world over. 
We live in an ago of. precision, and are: 
accustomed to consider time ts an essential 
factor in all our undertakings. An educa- 
tional instituition that absorbs too much 
time. or takes too little, is either super- 
fluous or deficient, and therefore as imper- 
fect in its organisation as a railway engine 
that takes double the calculated’ time to 
reach its goal or completes the traject too 
quickly. ‘The question of time when 
applied to instruction presents itself under 
two aspects:—Ist, As much time should 
be employed as is exactly sugftciend to learn 
what is necessary, regurdless of the super- 
fluous. 2nd. There aro branches of study 
that should be gone into in due time, viz., 
when the mind of the student hag attained 
some degree of maturity, when his memory 
is moro retentive, wlien ‘he has acquired 
habits of reflection, observation, and inves- 
tigation, . ; 

Now, if wo examine the course of ing- 
truction adopted by the national Lyceums 
in Portugal, we find that it wastes time 
by the redundancy of its: programme of 
education, The aim of the Lyceum is to 
give a preparatory course of studies. But 
tho preparation is so long in itself and 
complicated in such a manner, that the 
candidate for higher studies must lose a 
considerable time in mastering all its 
details, . Thé statistical. returns of the 
‘examinations show that 50 per cent. of - 
students fail year after year, having to 
recommence their course of studies anew, 
thus increasing the length of time. The 
six years’ tuition can hardly be considered 
as tho real limit of preparatory studies; 
ten years Would be nearer to the mark in 
renlity, considering that the race is too 
arduous, and the runners are’ too young. 
Moreover, in & preparatory course, 
I should think that a thorough know- 
ledye of Greok ‘and Latin, of natural 
science and philosophy, is superfluous. It. 
‘is like begging the question, . If you mean ” 
to prepare young boys for the ‘higher 
walks of literatore and science, why take 
up thoir time and give them the trouble of 
going through a complete course when 
they aro not able to appreciate either, and

Every one knows the danger of studying 
too many things at the same time; the 
eonsequence of such a supertluity of sub~ 
jects isa shocking superficiality, too often 
witnessed among the psculo sages of 
the present generation. . 
Next comes Philosophy. Thijs seienee, 
which isjustly considered tobe the conclu- 
sion of all seicnees, is gone into during the 
preparatory course of the Lyceum. ‘This 
Is ity programme :—Tirst year, Intuitive 
Philosophy or Empirical Nosology ; Psy- 
chology, embracing Sensibility, Intelligence, 
and Will; Logic, Methodology, Dialvctics, 
and Hermeneutics.” Second year, “ is- 


tory of Philosophy Metaphysics, Natural” 


Theology, Moral Philosophy, and Natural, 
International, and Constitntional Law.” 
Now. the young philosopher has to study 
simultaneously: German, Latin, Greek, 
Mathematics, Geography, Chronolocy. 
Physies, Chemistry, “atural Jlistory aud 
Portuguese literature. . 
The samo may be said of Latin, Physies. 
Chemistry, and the Janguages, each of 
these suljjeets embracing a variety of 
details and requiring. an intense amount 
of application and hard study, very seldom 
found in youths of 10 to 15 years of age. 
The time devoted to philosophical and 
scientific studies is simply wasted, beeause 
no serious reaults cai be obtained. The 
study of transcendental sciences requires 
comparatively matured intellects.  Lite- 
rature.can never be duly appreciated in 
the bluain of youth; natural History is a 
long study, and-vannot be compressed into 
a few hours tuition every weeek. Mathe- 
matics are never understood by the beard. 
less tyro; metaphysics .requircs “mental 
abstraction and concentration of ideas, 
two qualities that young boys cannot be 
expected to possess. Fi i 
method, against principle, and against 
common-sense to establish as a norma of 
preparatory education such a complex mass 
of difieult and. transcendental studies, 
whee haborb so much time, and produce 
such barren results. . 
The promoters of the Macao Lyceum are 
driving hard with self-willed persistency to 
obtain these results. The ideal institution 
is already. smiling on the “Gem of tho 
orient earth. "
